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DICKIE JONES: Daredevil On Horseback

Actor, stunt man, trick rider Dick Jones can’t 
remember the first time he ever climbed onto a 
horse and thrilled an audience with his equestrian 
skills. That’s because his power of recollection 
only goes back to age five. By then he was already a 
seasoned professional horseman, recognized as the 
youngest trick rider and roper in the world. 

Dick, or ‘‘Dickie,’’ as he was billed in his earlier 
days, went on to make over three dozen feature 
films in his career, with such stars as Errol Flynn, 
Humphrey Bogart, Cary Grant, and James Stewart. 
But he is best remembered for the energy and ex- 
citement he brought to two TV shows of the early 
Fifties called The Range Rider and Buffalo Bill 
Jr. 

Jones was born February 25, 1927, in Snyder, 
Texas. His father was a newspaperman. Dick says 
he probably learned to ride before he learned to 
walk. And remembers a little spotted pony he nor- 
mally rode in competitions and shows. 

However, for the 1932 Dallas Centennial, little 
Dickie came out into the arena on a big black horse 
and readily executed a maneuver known as a figure 
drag. The contrast in size between rider and animal 
alone must have been impressive to the spectators. 

"Working on a large horse didn't bother me,” 
Jones told attendees of the Western Film Fair in 
Charlotte, North Carolina in 1982. ‘‘But it shook 
up a number of the people in the stands who 
thought I was on a runaway. Veteran western star, 
Hoot Gibson was the main attraction that year. 
After he saw my act, he took my mother aside and 
uttered those fateful words, ‘That kid ought to be 
in pictures.’ ”

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It was only a short time later that Dickie Jones 
made his screen debut. It was not a very auspicious 
beginning; he had no lines nor did he appear on 
horseback. Ironically, his first film assignment 
came in an Al Jolson, musical, Wonder Bar 
(1934). He was one of several children appearing in 
blackface who were suspended above the shooting 
stage by wires and instructed to “Пу” in an in- 
credible production number called ‘‘Goin’ to 
Heaven on a Mule.” 

The musical number was one of the longest in 
Hollywood's history. Staged by the legendary 
choreographer, Busby Berkeley, it was filmed in 
January, 1934 and took a week to complete. 
Whenever the movie airs on television, it is often 
missing this particular sequence. Certain black 
stereotypes are strongly reinforced by such im- 
agery as watermelon vines for decorative foliage 
and fried chicken growing on trees. 

“That first part in pictures was essentially a 
stunt job,” Jones said. ‘From there I branched out 
into acting. I also doubled a lot of child actors of 
the period.” 

Wonder Bar was made at Warner Bros. Within 
the next five years, Dickie worked at every other 
major studio in Hollywood: Goldwyn (Stella 
Dallas, 1937); Paramount (The Frontiersman, 
1938); MGM (Sergeant Madden, 1938); Universal 
(Destry Rides Again, 1939); and 20th Century- 
Fox (Young Mr. Lincoln, 1939). 

"The reason I got so much work is because I 
doubled myself," Jones explained. “I did all my 
own riding -- they didn't have to hire a midget or 
another small person to do it for me.” 

Of course, Dickie got offers from a good many 
lesser filmmakers too. One “poverty row" resi- 
dent, Mascot Pictures, turned out a high volume of 
serials and low budget films in the Twenties and 
Thirties. But there was nothing second-rate about 
their treatment of Louisa May Alcott's Little Men 
(1934). It starred Ralph Morgan, Erin O'Brien- 
Moore, and what seemed like every child actor in 
tinsel town. Dickie Jones was one of the crowd. 

Then there was the independently produced pic- 
ture, entitled The Hawk (1935). It was financed 
with only five thousand dollars, money furnished 
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by a family friend of the proposed leading lady, an 
amateur actress from Long Beach. The leading 
man, Yancey Lane had been a male beauty contest 
winner at Paramount. It was Edward Dmytryk's 
first directing job and in his autobiography, It’s a 
Hell of a Life but Not a Bad Living, he recalls, 
“There were also a police dog and one professional 
actor, a minor child star who could act rings 
around anyone in the cast, Dickie Jones.” 

Jones supported a young John Wayne in newly 
formed Republic’s Westward Ho! (1935); 
muscular George O’Brien in RKO’s Daniel Boone 
(1936); Gordon, later Bill, Elliott in Columbia's 
serial, The Great Adventures of Wild Bill 
Hickok (1938); and Buck Jones, also for Columbia, 
in Hollywood Roundup (1938). 

“Buck Jones was one of the finest men I ever 
knew," Jones said in earnest. “I've worked with 
many cowboy stars, but his is the only photograph 
I have hanging in my house.” 

Over the years, Dickie Jones returned time and 
again to work at Warner Bros. He made so many 
good pictures there I was sure the studio had 
placed him under contract. 

“I had no long-term commitment,” Jones told me 
in Charlotte. “However, there is a little story that 
goes with that. In the Thirties and Forties, a school 
teacher named Mrs. Warren taught children work- 
ing on the lot. After a long absence from Warners, I 
returned in 1950 to make an Errol Flynn picture 
called Rocky Mountain. Well, Mrs. Warren was 
still there and happened to see me on the set. ‘I 
want to show you something,’ she said, thumbing 
through her records. ‘The time you spent in my 
classroom was equivalent to the education a 
youngster would receive if he was under contract 
for five years.’ So I did work there a lot.” 

Jones’ Warner Bros. films of the 1930s include: 
Moonlight on the Prairie (1935), starring Dick 
Foran; Black Legion (1937), starring Humphrey 
Bogart; The Kid Comes Back (1937), starring 
Wayne Morris; Nancy Drew, Reporter (1939), 
starring Bonita Granville; and The Man Who 
Dared (1939), starring Charley Grapewin. 

Children who became stars frequently have a 
hard time retaining their following once they reach 
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adolescence. Inevitable physical changes make it 
impossible for them to sustain a career begun on 
cuteness and curls alone. Even those with real 
talent find the availability of parts for juveniles 
less prevalent than for youngsters and adults. 

As a teenager, Dickie Jones found screen roles 
harder to come by, but because of his ability and 
willingness to perform any task asked of him, he 
continued to find work and be seen in such box of- 
fice successes as: Virginia City (1940), Brigham 
Young -- Frontiersman (1940), The Howards of 
Virginia (1940), Adventure in Washington 
(1941), The Vanishing Virginian (1942), Heaven 
Can Wait, (1943), and The Adventures of Mark 
Twain (1944). 

On February 23, 1940, Walt Disney released his 
latest, and what many consider his finest, cartoon 
feature, Pinocchio. The animation, story-line, and 
musical score of the film are timeless in their ap- 
peal. Dickie Jones, twelve years old at the time, 
was chosen to provide the sound for the central 
character, a puppet who strives to become a real 
live boy. When once asked about his decision to use 
Dickie, Disney replied randomly, ''He had a typical 
nice boy's voice.” 

Disney was not alone in his appreciation of 
Dickie Jones' speaking ability. Of a reported seven 
hundred actors who tested for the part of Henry 
Aldrich on radio, Dickie was the one selected. 

The highly successful comedy series, The 
Aldrich Family premiered over the airwaves July 
2, 1939 with Ezra Stone playing the lead role of 
Henry (he created the part on stage and lost out to 
Jimmy Lydon in films). But in 1942, Stone left the 
program to tour with a travelling variety show for 
the Army as part of the war effort. His understudy, 
Norman Tokar played Henry for a scant four 
weeks, before he was called to active duty with the 
Army Signal Corp. Then Dickie Jones took over. He 
was exactly the same age as the character he was 
playing, sixteen, and quite believable as the 
teenager with a flair for getting into one unlikely 
jam after another. Jones stayed with the show un- 
til 1945, when he too joined the military. Other 
“Henrys” followed and the program lasted until 
1953. 
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“After the service,” Dick said, “I decided to try a 
profession different from acting -- I had been out of 
Hollywood for five years -- so I became a carpenter. 
Then along comes a picture called The Straw- 
berry Roan.” 

In the late Forties, after a long association with 
Republic Pictures, cowboy star, Gene Autry left to 
go to work for Columbia. He began his tenure there 
ambitiously. His films were superior in quality to 
most others in a western series. Scripts were in- 
telligently written, sets and location sites reflected 
greater budgets, running times exceeded the 
customary five reels, and a couple of the movies 
were filmed in a color process called Cinecolor. One 
of those pictures was entitled The Strawberry 
Roan (1948). 

The Strawberry Roan was a remake of a 1933 
Ken Maynard western. The plot centered around 
the theme of a popular cowboy song, about a wild 
horse that couldn't be tamed. Dick Jones has a 
meaty role as a youth who has lost confidence in 
the use of his legs following an accident. The 
climax comes when Gene convinces him to ride the 
roan. 

"Gene gave me a call one day and asked if I'd be 
interested in returning to the screen," Jones re- 
called. ‘‘Somebody had to ride his horse, Champion 
in the picture and he didn't want just anyone on 
him. As a lark, I said, “Why not.’ Well, that lark 
lasted beyond the one picture. It extended my act- 
ing career another ten years. 

"Gene is a very nice man, a great boss, and I en- 
joyed being in the Autry family for seven years." 

The immense popularity of television, in the 
early 1950s, caused a substantial cutback in 
theatrical film production; people were staying 
home for their entertainment. Low budget 
westerns ceased to be made for the big screen forc- 
ing a number of cowboy heroes to hang up their 
six-guns for good, while others found a new home 
for themselves on the tube. Hoppy, Roy, and Gene 
successfully transferred their sagebrush activities 
to the abbreviated format of a half-hour time slot 
and, in so doing, found greater audiences than they 
had previously known. 

Gene's TV series was released by his own produc- 
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ing company, Flying A Productions. The firm also 
put out twenty-six Adventures of Champion, 
eighty-one units of Annie Oakley, seventy-eight 
installments of The Range Rider (in which Dick 
Jones co-starred with Jock Mahoney), and forty- 
two episodes of Buffalo Bill, Jr. (with Dick Jones 
as the sole lead). 

The Range Rider series was one steeped in fast 
paced action. Jock Mahoney, an ex-Marine and 
stunt man played the title role. His character was a 
wandering defender of justice. Dick Jones, who 
had been doubling actors since childhood, was his 
companion-at-arms, Dick West. Week after week, 
sparks seemed to fly off these two men as they per- 
formed one unusual or difficult feat after another. 
They never walked when they could run, never 
climbed on a horse when they could execute a 
daredevil mount, never drew a gun on a villain 
when they could wrestle him to the ground. 

“We did all our own stunts in Range Rider," Dick 
said with some pride. ‘‘Jock and I had never 
worked together until the day we filmed the first 
episode in October, 1950. That day I was sitting by 
myself on one of the rocks on the set and Jock 
came up to me and introduced himself. ‘ГІ make a 
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pact with you,’ he said. 'Let's do all our own stunts. 
That way when we go out on the road and little kids 
ask us if we really jumped on that stagecoach or off 
that building, we can look them straight in the eye 
and say, yes we did.’ 

“бо from that day forward, 
everything...and it hurts too.” 

Autry named Jones “Dick West” for the show 
rather than have him use his real name -- as many 
western stars did -- because that way Dick 
wouldn't own the handle and be able to capitalize 
on the merchandise tie-ins. Gene was shrewd in 
other ways. For example, the boys worked thirteen 
straight weeks, then were off thirteen weeks, com- 
pleting a total of twenty-six shows a year. But 
directors were rotated every week so that as many 
as seven different directors were utilized in one 
thirteen week period. This gave the program a 
fresh look at all times and only sapped the creative 
energies of the stars. 

The camaraderie Jock and Dick shared in their 
TV stories came to be a very real part of their per- 
sonal lives as well. Six foot four Mahoney loved to 
pull practical jokes on his shorter, younger 
sidekick. Dick, on the other hand, prefers to 
remember the time in Boston when he evened the 
score. 

"We were making a personal appearance at 
Boston Garden,” Jones said. ‘‘Opening night Jocko 
hit the dirt the wrong way and busted four ribs. 
Later, back at the hotel, he was trying to get com- 
fortable. After soaking for a long time in Epsom 
salts and all those good things, he just stretched 
out on the floor. There came a knock at the door 
and when I answered it, I was besieged by a bevy of 
the cutest girls I'd ever seen. They wanted the 
Range Rider's autograph. Knowing Jocko's in the 
living room, stretched out on the floor, naked asa 
jaybird, I said, ‘Come on in, ladies!’ I got to Jock 
only one step ahead of the women, propping him up 
with a little pillow. He must have signed a half 
dozen autographs that way. But being the 
gentleman he is, he chose not to rise for the occa- 
sion." 

For the 1955 TV season, Dick Jones had a show 
of his own called Buffalo Bill, Jr. He played an or- 
phan who is adopted by a judge in Wileyville, Texas 
and subsequently becomes the town's marshall. As 
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in The Range Rider, this show had plenty of hard 
riding and flying tackles to make its thirty-minute 
format go by terribly fast for millions of young 
armchair viewers around the country. 

In the late Fifties and early Sixties, Dick Jones 
returned to the big screen for yet another time, asa 
supporting player in several rather low grade films 
like: The Wild Dakotas (1956), starring Bill 
Williams; The Cool and the Crazy (1958), star- 
ring Scott Marlowe; The Devil's Bedroom (1963), 
starring John Lupton; and Requeim for a Gun- 
fighter (1965), starring Rod Cameron. Only the 
last of these had any genuine entertainment value 
because of the appearance of such veteran western 
hands as, Tim McCoy, Johnny Mack Brown, Bob 
Steele, Lane Chandler, and Raymond Hatton. 

Dick Jones hasn't made a movie now in some 
time. He is currently a highly respected and suc- 
cessful real estate broker who deals strictly with 
commercial investors. When he isn't working, 
Dick's happiest moments are spent playing with 
his granddaughter. 

"I don't think I had as much fun with my own 


kids as I do with her,” he said. 

It's hard to imagine that Dick Jones is a grand- 
father and that thirty years have passed since he 
rode alongside the Range Rider. Except for a few 
gray hairs here and there, he looks much like he 
did more than a quarter century ago, atop his 
horse, Lucky. One decided difference however is 
his disposition. He is much more soft-spoken and 
at ease than his TV character was ever allowed to 
be. That relaxed manner might be due to the fact he 
hasn't been asked to take any heart-stopping spills 
lately. 

"I have had every bone in my body broken, ex- 
cept my back,” Jones tole me. “I always got hurt in 
freak accidents like the time I was running my 
horse backwards too fast out of an indoor arena. 
The animal suddenly slipped going from the dirt 
onto the concrete floor and fell on me; the saddle 
horn fractured my pelvic bone. 

“But that's all part of the job...You ask me if my 
life is happier now than when I was doing those 
stunts...Frankly, No..." 


GEORGE HOUSTON...UNDERRATED, 
UNRECOGNIZED, BUT UNEQUALED

He projected a genuine western hero image. His 
acting was above standard. He had the best quality 
voice of all the singing cowboys. Why then did not 
George Houston make a major impact as a per- 
former? Possibly due to his PRC employment...the 
folks at Producer's Releasing Corporation afforded 
little opportunity to their stable of cowboy actors 
for publicity and promotion. And certainly, anemic 
production budgets never permitted the good to 
look better. A contract with Republic could have 
yielded George his just reward. 

Consequently, little information exists today on 
the life and times of George Houston. And what 
does is more often than not incorret. Fortunately, 
most of Houston’s Lone Rider series films have 
somehow survived, and frequenlty are run on 
television permitting the western fan to now 
become aware of the unappreciated talents of my 
subject. 

Without question, George Houston's “long suit” 
was his singing voice. Some contend ''too good” for 
cowboy pictures. To this, I respond, ‘‘ridiculous!”’ 
Why should a ‘‘too good” quality be unappropriate 
for westerns? Houston's robust baritone could 
compete with superstar Nelson Eddy's purest 
notes. There's reason for this, so follow along with 
me as І trace the events which led up to the George 
Houston cinematic career. 


In 1898, at Hampton, New Jersey, a son, George 
Robert, was born to the Reverend and Mrs. Charles 
Houston. The child was not only blessed with hand- 
some looks, but also an exceptionally fine singing 
voice. Young George had ample opportunity to 
display his vocal talents before the congregation 
which attended his father’s evangelistic meetings, 
and was very much involved in all his school’s 
entertainment programs. A musical scholarship 
offered by Rutgers University was happily ac- 
cepted by young Houston. From there, he furthered 
his training at the Julliard Institute of Music. After 
service in France during World War I, George 
Houston opened a small studio in New York which 
faltered due to lack of students. George then 
secured a position with the chorus of the American 
Opera Company. Dissatisfied because he remained 
mired within the ranks of the choral group, he 
bolted to the Broadway musical scene. Here the 
smell of success became a reality for Houston, who 
won numerous major singing roles, including the 
lead in NEW MOON. An opportunity in Hollywood 
to co-star in the 1935 film, THE MELODY LINGERS 
ON, transplanted George to the West Coast. His 
movie debut was well received, and advanced him 
into a fairly decent series of medium-budget 
movies, primarily showcasing his great singing 
voice. The films included: LET’S SING AGAIN, 
CONQUEST, WALABY JIM OF THE ISLANDS, CAP- 
TAIN CALAMITY and THE GREAT WALTZ. Upon 
completion of the latter title, Houston received no 
further offers for pictures of this nature. 

In September of 1938 George Houston was star- 
ring in his initial western. The title was FRONTIER 
SCOUT, for Grand National Pictures. Though an in- 
expensive “B” product, this was a surprisingly 
good film and accomplished two things...George 
Houston made a good westerner, and George 
Houston enjoyed making a western. But Grand Na- 
tional was in deep financial trouble, and soon to be 
dissolved, so they were in no position to offer 
Houston additional film assignments, in fact, their 
‘‘main-stay’’ cowboy star, Tex Ritter, would soon 
depart to Monogram Pictures. Acting roles were 
slow in coming, and it wasn't till nearly two years 
later (1940) that George was offered a supporting 
part in THE HOWARDS OF VIRGINIA, a high- 
budget picture considered by many as a classic. 
This opportunity placed some bread on the 
Houston table, and a few months later he finally 
got his ‘‘break.’’ On the merit of his acting in 
FRONTIER SCOUT, in which he played Wild Bill 
Hickok, PRC executive, Henry Briggs, placed 
George under contract to star in the new Lone 
Rider series. Here is where inaccuracies flow freely 
from the pens of some writers. It is reported that 
Houston inherited the series from Bob Livingston. 
No so. It was the other way around. 


The Long Rider Ambushed 


On January 10th, 1941, the very first Lone 
Rider film was released, THE LONE RIDER RIDES 
ON, starring George Houston. Then in rapid suc- 
cession, over the next two years followed: THE 
LONE RIDER CROSSES THE RIO, THE LONE 
RIDER IN GHOST TOWN, THE LONE RIDER IN 
FRONTIER FURY, THE LONE RIDER AMBUSHED, 
THE LONE RIDER FIGHTS BACK, THE LONE 
RIDER AND THE BANDIT, THE LONE RIDER IN 
CHEYENNE, TEXAS JUSTICE, BORDER ROUND- 
UP, and OUTLAWS OF BOULDER PASS...all fine 
little westerns, especially considering that PRC 
was turning out all their motion pictures on a 
“shoestring.” My personal favorite is the initial en- 
try, THE LONE RIDER RIDES ON, a well scripted 
oater in which Lee Powell (another of my unherald- 
ed heroes) plays Houston's outlaw brother. In all 
his films, George portrayed the hard-riding and 
righteously feared champion of justice who occa- 
sionally let his hair down long enough to belt out a 
ballad. Standing over six feet, he favored the flat- 
crowned Stetson which gave him an imposing ap- 
pearance on the screen. OUTLAWS OF BOULDER 
PASS was released in November of 1942, and sadly 
marked the end of the trial with George Houston's 
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motion picture activities. 

My efforts to learn the true reason why George 
was ‘‘dropped’’ have remained unfulfilled. I do 
know Houston's contract expired. It has been sug- 
gested that he desired a larger salary for his series 
work (less than $100.00 per week...not too 
reasonable for a movie star...even in B-westerns). 
His request was not granted. Some also maintain 
that PRC had a chance to hire Bob Livingston, a 
Republic Pictures ''cast-off," thought by some ex- 
ecutives to be better suited for the role. Possibly 
Houston was no longer satisfied playing in 
westerns. This, I doubt...he seemed to be enjoying 
every moment. Whatever, the following month Bob 
Livingston's name flashed across the screen as 
The Lone Rider in OVERLAND STAGECOACH. Liv- 
ingston in no way carried this role as capably as 
Houston. 

Two years after departing PRC and The Lone 
Rider, Houston had a heart attack and died on 
November 12, 1944. Except for a few loyal fans, 
his life ended almost as an unknown. George 
Houston deserves an equal position with all the 
better western players. To some ears, as a western

It is mid-September 1984. I go through my 12 
pages of notes on the Memphis Film Festival, 
which was July 4-7 at the Hyatt Regency in Mem- 
phis. The notes have been used: Stories were pro- 
duced for The Big Reel, Classic Images, Under 
Western Skies and other publications. Nonethe- 
less, there are plenty of goodies left for this col- 
umn. 

Here’s how Memphis '84 went from start to 
finish: 

As I approached the city I couldn’t help but 
realize that exactly 30 years ago I was employed on 
South Boulevard. My, how time flies. 

Early on, before any kind of film festival activity 
picked up at the hotel, I ran into actor Gene Evans 
and had coffee with him. His Jack Elam stories are 
out of this world. Also chatted with Roger Crawley 
of West Virginia, Marietta Thompson of Arkansas, 
Mike Nevins of Missouri, Boyd Magers of New Mex- 
ico and Packy Smith of California. 

Later, actress Jennifer Holt confirmed that she 
sang ‘‘Sundown Trail” in a western; that it was not 
dubbed. Bill McDowell and I talked about the 
English publication, '“Wranger's Roost.” And Tom- 
my Floyd talked about his days with Tex Ritter. 

The festival gets underway. I luck out and sit 
with actor Monte Hale while he has breakfast. 
Decked out in lots of jewelry and a huge smile, he is 
a treat to be near. He suggests that it would be nice 
to have the festival in February so he could wear 
the clothes he likes. July is too hot for him. 

Maurice J. McGehee of the festival committee 
says his last name has the "Arkansas spelling.” I 
suppose that is different from the Tennessee spell- 
ing. Rev. Mack Houston says he picked up a ‘mint 
condition" copy of ''Shoot-CEm-Ups" for $50. 
Before the festival is two days old, he will trade it 
for some tapes and other items. It's then that I tell 
him someone paid $400 for a copy of the book. 
Later, we both learn that Dr. Buck Rainey and Ron 
Downey plan to re-issue the book in two volumes. 
They said they hope to do that by the next festival, 
which would be next summer. 

Oh, I forgot Monte Hale's bumper stickers. They 
read: "Shoot Low! They might be Crawlin'." That's 
another story in itself. 

I took a glance at the Buck Jones serial, ''The 
Roaring West.” The flood of water still crashes into 
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the jail where Buck is a prisoner. And he still got 
out in the next chapter. 

Get your banquet tickets early. That's what 
everyone is saying. Only $20. Better get 'em now or 
they may be sold out. 

Snapped pictures of actor Victor French with 
stuntman Neil Summers, then fan Gary Kramer 
with dealer Wayne Lackey. Also, snapped festival 
publicity man Ray Nielsen with actor Gene Evans, 
then dealer Mick Keele of Kansas City, and finally 
Rev. Mack Houston with a Buck Jones poster. 

Took a look at a Buck Jones feature. Saw him 
beat up on Ward Bond several times. Glenn 
Strange, later to be a badman in films, is part of a 
quartet singing around the campfire in the film. A 
crook among crooks sneaks up on them and says to 
one of his buddies: “It would be a shame to break 
up that quartet.” 

Had a talk with Lew DeWitt, late of the Statler 
Brothers. He looks great. Said he has formed his 
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Gene Evans i Iron Eyes Cod 


own group. Later, at a Friday jam session and at 
the Saturday night banquet, he proves his 
greatness by singing several songs. 

Iron Eyes Cody, when asked if it would be okay to 
get a picture of him, replies: ‘‘Get eight feet away. I 
don't allow close-ups anymore." Okay, so I move 
back eight feet and shoot a close-up with a long 
lens. Thanks, Iron. 

Sunset Carson takes the time to write Tex Terry 
a friendly note, as did Monte Hale. Tex as a bad 
man in some of their films. Also, Sunset sends Tex 
a copy of a press book, ‘‘Sunset Carson's 
Hollywood Nostalgia Theater." The book tells of 
39 90-minute episodes which feature a guest star 
and a cowboy film. The guests include Nate Booth, 
Monte Hale, Terry Frost, Eddie Dean, Peggy 
Stewart, Linda Stirling and others. Sunset said the 
series would be on TV this fall. Well, here it is fall 
and I haven’t heard anymore about it. The fact of 
the matter is, many folks doubt that it will get on 
TV at all. Let’s hope it does because it could be a 
fine series. 

It's still day one and these notes aren't getting 
used up very fast. Time to put it into second or 
third gear... 

Bill Campbell is seen giving an interview in the 
lobby. Lupe Gonzales said he'd like to go to The 
Tom Mix Festival in DuBois, PA. Dealers are doing 
a big business at 7 p.m. Eight people are watching 
an Errol Flynn film on this holiday only 10 are 
watching ''Shane," the classic. Wheeler Oakman is 
a bad man in about every film playing. Bad man 
Fred Graham couldn't hit the hero with bullets in 
the serial, ‘‘Trader Tom,” so he threw a rock at him 
and knocked him off a cliff. That's chapter 9 if 
you're searching. 

It's 10 p.m. and the last films are starting. Tom 
Tyler risks life and limb by riding off into ‘‘The 
Blue Mountains” with Al St. John in “Trigger 
Tom." Bad outlaws, I mean really bad, hang out in 
“The Blues.” Fuzzy says for $50 a month he'll tag 
along. They didn’t call him Fuzzy. He didn't havea 
beard, so they called him “Stub.” 


Sheb Wooley 


Tommy Floyd sold me a couple of Tex Ritter 
audio tapes. Hey, Tommy! What happened to the 
sound on those tapes? I lucked out with another 
dealer. Bought three of those very scarce serial 
publications, ‘‘Those Enduring Matinee Idols.” 
Called TEMI, these are hard to come by. Boyd 
Magers picked up some as well, and may still have 
them for sale. I’m hanging on to mine. 

Talked with Sol Harris Jr. of Miami, a serial ex- 
pert; and to Lash LaRue, who was signing his name 
to a poster in the dealer’s room. Also, discussed 
films with Billy Ray Atkins of Texas and David 
Craig of Georgia. 

The holiday is gone and we're into day two of the 
festival. Nuggets Clark is going about his inven- 
tions in an Allan “Rocky” Lane western. Explain- 
ing his automatic door opener, he declares: “It 
works on balances and counter-balances. Has no 
commercial value.” 

Saw a Yakima Canutt silent western from the 
'20s. It is a super print owned by Packy Smith. 
Only a dozen people show up to watch, but at this 
festival that’s starting to look like a good crowd. 
Yak shoots off a man’s hat a declares: "Remember 
your hat in the presence of ladies.” Ironically, Yak, 
the good guy, has a black hat while the bad man 
has a white one. The film title: “White Horse Can- 
yon.”’ 

Pat Buttram says he'd like to have “Green 
Acres"' on tape. Dealers are busy during the panel 
show, which had this line-up: Sheb Wooley, Doug 
McClure, Bill McKinney, Carruth Byrd, and Ray 
Nielsen. 

Two good writers, Buck Rainey and Bill 
McDowell, sit together and take in the panel 
discussion. McClure comes in late, then leaves ear- 
ly. The panel stays in place 90 minutes although 
most of the questions are coming from either 
Nielsen or members of the festival committee in 
the audience. Okay, so some people are a little 
awed in public and won't ask questions. Why not 
let the panel get away at, say the 40-minute mark 
or the one-hour mark, if it’s slow going. Why push 
it? 

Ran into Tonto. Not the real one, but Sammy 
Fulp of Reidsville, NC. Also, saw “Lone Ranger” 
with his mask off. That would be Sammy’s side- 
kick, James Howard of Winston-Salem, NC. They 
wear their outfits at another popular film festival. 

Jennifer Holt wore a hat like mine in a Richard 
Arlen film. “I always wore a man's hat,” she said. 
Made me feel better. People said I was wearing a 
woman’s hat. You know, soft felt, low crown, etc. 
Jennifer allowed as how the film we were watching 
was a really bad western. There were 15 persons 
viewing it, probably because of her. “It was the 
worst film I was ever in," she said. The title: ‘‘Buf- 
falo Bill Rides Again.” 

Conversely, Ken Maynard's ‘‘Fiddlin’’ Buckaroo’ 
was a good film. It followed the Richard Arlen 
western and drew a crowd of close to three dozen. 
Shoot, it had about everything: Ken riding, roping; 
Tarzan doing his thing; music, comedy. 

Buck Rainey says Tim Holt's widow is ''Berdee" 
and her daughter is "'Bryanna." Bryanna's 
daughter, named after Jennifer, is a bundle of

energy. Got it now? Jennifer is Tim's sister, but lit- 
tle Jennifer is his granddaughter. 

Seven people are in a big ballroom watching a Bill 
Campbell film about vampires. A woman is danc- 
ing on the beach to beautiful piano music. 

There's a good Jack Hoxie silent western, but 
there are other ‘‘Nickelodeon Memories” such as 
Stan Laurel in a spoof of Rex Beach's ''The 
Spoilers," a silent horror classic from 1920, and 
Laurel & Hardy's ‘‘Angora Love." 

For those who don't want silent films, look down 
the hall and check out ‘Тһе Grey Box,” ‘Bring on 
the Girls," ‘One-Eyed Jacks" or ‘Тһе Man With 
Bogart's Face.” 

Another panel of stars features Monte Hale, Lash 
LaRue, Sunset Carson, Fred Scott, Jennifer Holt 
and Ray Nielsen. Lash recited poetry as usual. 
Scott talked about Fuzzy, Sunset talked about his 
new show, Jennifer talked about her dad, Monte 
Hale talked about a lot of things and stole the 
hearts of his audience. Each of the stars told where 
they were residing and what they'd been up to late- 
ly. 
“I wake up every morning," said Monte Hale, 
"And if I'm not in the obituary column, I have 
breakfast.” 

After the panel, I took a look at Eddie Dean in 
“Song of Old Wyoming.” The print looked like a kid 
had colored it with a crayon. Dean's white shirt 
had yellow streaks, and I’m not talking about his 
character. 

Boyd Magers and Mrs. Magers took a few minutes 
away from all the activity to feed the ducks in the 
pond adjacent to the hotel. That’s a plus for ‘‘you 
all.’ 

Night falls and it's jam session time. The S2 ad- 
mission fee bought a real good time.

Now’s a good time for that Friday panel of stars, 
the one with all the cowboys. Wasn't Saturday 
cowboy movie day when you were growing up? 

Carol Forman's serial, “The Black Widow”, 
draws a pretty good crowd, as does a Fred Scott 
film. Someone utters that the festival needs a 
spark, ''A Charles Starrett or a Clayton Moore.” 
Shoot, man don't you see Huntz Hall and the 
others? 

William Campbell shows a film about the ‘‘Coun- 
try House and Hospital” titled ‘‘The Heart of 
Hollywood.' For some strange reason, the stars 
are Goldie Hawn and Kris Kristofferson. However, 
the appeal is right. They need money for the home, 
for not only the stars we know, but for the others, 
you know, Slim Andrews' wife if she ever needs the 
place, or the unknown screen writers who brought 
us the thrills in the first place. 

William Campbell will give you all the info you 
want on the home. He is the director. Write him at 
23450 Calabassas Road, Woodland Hills, CA 
91364. You might be interested in attending the 
Western Stars Awards in August. Ask Bill for info 
and cost. 

A dozen people are watching the film, “Тот 
Horn.” There's an indoor shoot-out. The sound 
punctures the ear drums. Keep 'em outside. 

The final panel of stars gets underway. The 
group is Marc Lawrance, Carol Forman, William 
Campbell, Gene Evans, Pat Buttram, and Huntz 
Hall. This is the Saturday panel that, in my opi- 
nion, should have been switched with the Friday 
cowboys. 

Evans tells one of his Jack Elam stories and the 
crowd roars. Forman allows as how she was in love 
with Tim Holt because ‘‘He was sweet and kind.” 
She said she liked to play evil parts. I can believe it 
because Tim's widow was in the audience. 

An Alexander Haig look-alike is sitting in the au- 
dience. Call him Carroll Miller of Terre Haute, IN. 

It's banquet time. Can't get close to the door 
without a ticket. The meal is roast duck. No com- 
plaints there. Good meal, good program. Monte 
Hale says ''God love you," a dozen times; Gene 
Evans declares, ‘‘Thank you for letting me know 
that for 40 years I haven’t been playing to an emp- 
ty house;" Iron Eyes Cody reads the Indian Prayer 
to get things underway; and Pat Buttram allows as 
to how he's having a great time.

Too late for this old boy. Good night, folks. Hit- 
ting the sack. So long, Memphis. See you another 
time. Thanks Monte. So long Fred. So long Sheb.

MURIEL EVANS -- SHE HAS IT ALL 


By Herb Swilling 


Muriel Evans was a big star in the Golden Age of 
Hollywood. She is still a star. Her rise was just the 
way they told it in the old fan mags. She would 
show up at the auditions with other girls, flashing 
dimples and hoping for a break. Muriel says 
“Those were better days for actors. We had a 
chance to make it if we were willing to work. The 
old Westerns and comedies were a wonderful train- 
ing ground for new people. I was 15 years old and 
you could start as an extra, keep making the 
rounds of the casting office, and finally someone 
would give you a walk on and a line." Muriel cer- 
tainly remembers the farce films, as the place she 
won recognition. “There were no formal scripts 
then -- a lot of it was just what came to your mind. 
One film I did with Charlie Chase -- he had his 
great tall hat that never came off. I was the inno- 
cent girl swimmer in this river and someone steals 
my clothes. Charlie stopped this stranger and 
talked him into taking off his suit and giving it to 
this damsel in distress. I laughed so hard at the 
look of myself in this over-sized suit. It was called 
"The Longhorns of Virginia" and directed by Hal 
Roach.” 

I was in a small part in "Dinner at Eight.” This 
starred John Barrymore and Marie Dressler. 
Wallace Berry also starred and I was under con- 
tract with MGM and they had so many comedians, 
it was a great lot of fun.” 

“After the comedies came the Westerns.” There 
were a lot of them. She played opposite a newcomer 
with the moniker of John Wayne. After this Muriel 
made several Westerns with William Boyd. Some of 
these were “Call Of The Prairie," ''Rustler's 
Valley” and “Three on a Trail.” 

Now who can forget the Saturday afternoon 
serials? Muriel says (and I agree) that she became 
well known with stars like Buck Jones. The serial 
“Roaring West” was a winner and the feature 
“Silver Spurs” was just to her liking. After this 
came a lot of roles. 
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Muriel likes “The Prizefighter and the Lady” 
with Max Baer and Myrna Loy. “I was the ‘other 
woman.’ Myrna Loy was the loveliest person I 
knew in all of Hollywood. She gave of herself. A 
gracious lady. 

"I knew Jean Harlow very well. She was also a 
wonderful girl. Nothing like the wild party girl the 
studio claimed. The public relation staff would 
make up those stories and we'd have to go along 
with the gag. Jean had kidney failure that brought 
on uremic poisoning. That's what she died of -- but 
the public assumed it was this wild living and that 
is absolutely false.” 

The above on Muriel Evans is a separate part of 
this article. I wrangled an interview with this lady 
and here it is: 

Q: Muriel, when and where were you born? 

A: I was born in July at Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Q: The Western fans remember you mostly as the 
leading lady in the action packed movies with Buck 
Jones, Tex Ritter and John Wayne. Would you tell 
us something more about your career in the 
movies? 

A: As a matter of fact, Herb, the Westerns I 
worked in were not the major part of my career. 1 
made many more dramatic films and comedies 
than Westerns. I started in pictures when I was 
fourteen in a feature called '*Mlle.Modiste” -- then 
went on to tomedies at the Educational Films as a 
contract player. They made the comedies only. I 


was there for several years. I then took a leave of 
absence for a year and when I returned I was signed 
by Metro Golwyn Mayer to a seven year contract. 
Then I worked as a featured actress in several films 
as “Hollywood Party,” ‘‘Broadway to Hollywood,” 
“Hideout,” ‘‘Manhattan Melodrama” (with Gable, 
Loy and Bill Powell). Also “Have a Heart,” “Queen 
Christina’’ (with Garbo), and several others I can't 
recall at this time. 

Q: Muriel, even though I am a Western fan 1 
remember a lot of the comedies at the Bijou or 
Roxy in my local area. The logo on the Educational 
Films was “The Spice of the Program” and was in- 
dicated as a short subject. After this came the 
cowboys and another main feature. You were also 
in some more comedies, weren't you? 

A: Yes, I also worked at Hal Roach Studios with 
Laurel and Hardy in “Раск Up Your Troubles” and 
the series of comedies with Charlie Chase and the

rated stars. When did you get into the ''westerns?''

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Four in the Saddle: Minor Heroes of the Early Sound Era 
By Ray White 


The following reviews are of films starring four 
silent western actors (Jack Perrin, Lane Chandler, 
Wally Wales, Edmund Cobb) who tried to make it in 
the sound era but eventually settled for playing bit 
parts in western and other films. All four per- 
formed well in their own movies, but they really 
showed their talents in the secondary roles they 
played in the late 1930's, '40's and after. 

Of the four stars Jack Perrin had the most exten- 
sive career as the lead in early western talkies. Bet- 
ween 1929 and 1936 he starred in at least two 
dozen westerns and played bit roles in several 
more. Considering this number of appearances it 
may be stretching it a bit to say that Perrin did not 
make it as a star in the sound era, but at the same 
time he never gained the reputation of Ken 
Maynard, Buck Jones, or even Tom Tyler. A major 
claim to fame for him however, is the fact that he 
received top billing in the first sound low budget 
western Overland Bound (Rayton, 1929). In two 
early sound films he was billed as Richard Terry, 
Jaws of Justice (Principal, 1934) and Mystery 
Ranch (Relaible, 1934). 

In the film reviewed below, Phantom of the 
Desert, (Syndicate, 1930) Ben Corbett played Per- 
rin's sidekick. In this early sound period the two 
actors appeared in eleven films together. Four of 
these were the popular short westerns known as 
the ‘‘Bud and Ben Westerns.” Perrin also appeared 
with Wally Wales and Edmund Cobb in several pic- 
tures in this early period. 

In his films Perrin always looked crisp and hand- 
some, and he supplemented these appealing 
features with a demonstrated skill on horseback. 
His films were good, and he deserved a longer star- 
ring career than he got. 

While Perrin starred in two dozen films in the 
early 1930's Edmund Cobb received top billing in 
only one, Gunners and Guns (Beaumont Films, 
1935). On the other hand his face was ever on the 
screen. In the half dozen years after 1930 Cobb ap- 
peared in at least thirty westerns as a villain, 
sheriff or member of a gang. He also acted in four 
serials including Tom Mix's last feature, The 
Miracle Rider (Mascot, 1935). Other top western 
stars with whom he appeared in this early period 
included Tim McCoy, Hoot Gibson, Ken Maynard, 
Tom Tyler, Harry Carey, Gene Autry, Bob Steele, 
and Johnny Mack Brown. He was a good actor and 
his talents made him one of the most recognizable 
character actors in Hollywood in the 1930’s and 
1940's. 

Lane Chandler was as recognizable as Cobb and 
their careers were similar in many respects. 
Chandler began acting before cameras in 
Hollywood in the mid 1920’s doing bit parts in 
westerns. Within a short time the tall, slender, 
good looking young man was starring in westerns 
for Paramount Pictures, and before the decade 
ended he played romantic roles opposite Clara Bow 
and Greta Garbo. When sound pictures began Lane 
starred first in a serial, Lightning Express, 
(Universal, 1930) and then got leads in several in- 
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dependently made westerns. Chandler’s size and 
good looks gave him a good film appearance, but he 
was not always the most convincing cowboy hero. 
In the Lone Bandit (Empire, 1934), reviewed 
below, he never won a fist fight and was not even 
responsible for subduing the villain at the climax. 
Between 1930 and 1934 he starred in ten westerns 
and appeared as a bit actor in several others. His 
last starring role came in 1938 when he was cast, 
as one of the six possible rangers in Republic 
Studio’s popular serial The Lone Ranger. 

Joining Chandler in the same role was Wally 
Wales or Hal Taliaferro as he was known by that 
time. Taliaferro was actually his third stage name. 
He also appeared in films under the name Walt 
Williams, and his real name was Floyd T. Alperson. 
Wales was an authentic westerner and cowboy 
before he began his film acting career. He got into 
films before 1920 as a bit player, but it was not un- 
til 1924, when Pathe hired him, changed his name 
to Wally Wales and starred him in a series of 
westerns. He achieved considerable popularity 
demonstrating his real skills in horsemanship and 
stunts. His films made Pathe a lot of money. 

When sound pictures began, Wales continued to 
star in low budget independently made westerns. 
Between 1929 and 1934 he had leads in at least 
sixteen westerns and bit roles in almost as many. 
He also appeared in several serials of the period. 

Wales was a first-rate actor who showed con- 
fidence and east in the characters he portrayed. In 
his bit parts he often proved to be a stronger 
character than the hero; this is the case in the 
Chandler film, Lone Bandit, reviewed below. 
While he was successful as a cowboy movie star in 
the 1930’s Wales’ strong portrayal of minor 
characters in the 1930's, '40's and '50's comprise 
the most enduring part of his career. 

These four western actors all possessed special 
qualities that made them distinctive in their act- 
ing. They were important in those early depression 
years when poverty row studios turned out dozens 
of low, low budget films to satisfy the public 
demands for inexpensive entertainment. Like most 
of the western stars of the period they worked hard 
and developed their skills and their talents. The 
four films reviewed below are good examples of 
their style and their appeal.

Steve comes in behind Slim and 
tries to rescue June but the gangster gets the drop 
on him. Jimmy, another one of the gangsters, 
circles around and shoots Slim. Then the mob 
opens fire on Steve. The shooting really starts 
when the hands arrive and begin shooting at the 
gangsters. Jimmy is seen, shot and dies in June's 
arms. 

Steve rides off on a horse, captures the gangsters 
in their car, and turns them over to the ranch 
hands. He then goes back to get June and takes her 
home, but not before he gets a kiss. 

This is an early sound B western which features 
as its hero Edmund Cobb. Cobb was a silent 
western star who never made it as a star in the 
talkies. His acting in this film was probably the 
best of anybody in the cast. He went on to play 
secondary and bit parts in dozens of westerns in 
the 1930's and 1940's. He continued in films and 
television until the 1960's. The film is an in- 
teresting mix of cowboys and gangsters, which 
climaxes with a shoot out between them. 

The film seems to have been shot on a real dude 
ranch with some of the guests appearing in bit and 
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Edmund Cobb in “The Man Tamer.”

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Bad guy Rawlins (Charles Whitaker) wants to pin 
the Phantom charge on Cartright and keeps telling 
the sheriff and others that the cowboy is really the 
bandit. No one can catch the bandit or figure out 
who he might be. The most likely suspect is Bob 
Mitchell (Ray Gallagher), a local rancher, who hasa 
pretty little sister Bess (Doris Brook). Mitchell 
always seems to be near when the Phantom 
strikes. 

Lane chases the bandit on several occasions, but 
is unsuccessful in determining who it is. After 
several fist fights, shootings, and chases the Phan- 
tom is caught and unmasked. 

This movie is interesting for several reasons. It 
stars Lane Chandler, a silent movie cowboy actor 
who tried unsuccessfully to make the transition to 
sound movies as a star. He is an unusual hero in 
this film because he's not too heroic. He is beaten 
up in most of the fights that he is in. He also has a 
mustache which is rather strange and different for 
a B western hero. He never really takes command 
of the hero's role. The sheriff played by Wally 
Wales is a much stronger figure. 

Chandler does play the shy romantic hero with 
the heroine, and he never gives her a kiss which 
fits the B western pattern. 

Ben Corbett plays an important role in the movie 
as a cowboy ranch hand. While he is not Lane 
Chandler's sidekick, he does do some comic relief 
and has a couple of monologues. 

Charles ''Slim'' Whitaker plays a good role as опе 
of the major baddies. He probably speaks more in 
this movie than he did in some of the bad guy parts 
he played in later B Westerns. 

Doris Brook as Bess Mitchell is the typical 
passive B western heroine. Except for some dance 
hall girls she is the only female in the picture. She 
does drive a speeding wagon and rides a horse.

The Lone Bandit is a good example of the low 
budget B western because it contains several 
bloopers that were not removed. At one point in the 
film Lane Chandler, the hero, falls down as he runs 
up a hill. At another time he fires his gun before he 
aims it. A third rather interesting occurrence is the 
scene showing the hero chasing a runaway wagon. 
He gets right up to the wagon, jumps off his horse, 
chases and catches the wagon on foot. In another 
scene the sheriff asks one of his men for a rifle to 
shoot at the Phantom. After firing the gun he tells 
his men to mount up and chase the Phantom. The 
sheriff tries to hand the gun back to the man that 
gave it to him, but that man has moved away to 
mount his horse. The sheriff has to take the gun 
with him. The film editor chose to leave all of these 
scenes in and even though they may leave the film 
technically poor, they do add a bit of spice and in- 
terest.

The colonel is away in Denver, but Betty gives him 
a job. 

The cook, a cranky old man, is a difficult person 
with whom to work. Moreover, he is friendly 
toward Longrope. It will be a real test for Jimmy. 

The young cowpoke wants to impress his new 
friend Wally and prove to him that he is cowboy 
calibre. Jimmy tells Wally he can ride broncs. Bet- 
ty gives Jinmy chaps and other cowboy duds while 
the ranch hands rope up a bucking horse for him to 
ride. He rides magnificently. 

When the colonel returns from Denver, Longrope 
tells him about the troubles he is having with Wal- 
ly. True to his promise of getting rid of any in- 
cooperative hands, the colonel fires Wally. 

Longrope and the cook lay plans to rob their boss 
of the $25,000 he received for his cattle. Jinmy 
overhears the two baddies plotting, and when the 
cook discovers the boy listening, he shoots him. 
Wally who has not yet left the ranch carries the un- 
conscious young man to the main ranch house and 
lays him on a bed. As Wally puts the boy down a 
photograph falls from Jimmy's pocket a 
photograph of his long lost father -- Jim Bradley. 
When Colonel Sterner sees the picture he 
recognizes himself in the photo and realizes that 
Jimmy is his own son. Sixteen years before he 
had left his wife in a fit of jealously before Jimmy 
had been born. When he walked out he took his 
daughter Betty with him. 

When Jimmy regains consciousness he tells Wal- 
ly about the conversation he heard between 
Longrope and the cook plotting to steal the 
colonel's money. Jimmy, hearing the conversa- 
tion, did not know that cook was talking to 
Longrope. When Wally goes after the cook he finds

that he has left the ranch. Wally follows him to 
town and confronts him in the saloon. The sheriff 
(Hank Bell) gets the cook to confess and implicate 
Longrope. He also reveals that Longrope murdered 
a cattle association man the year before. 

Wally left Shorty at the ranch holding Longrope 
prisoner while he chased the cook. The baddie 
knocks out Shorty and goes to the ranch house 
where he tries to force the colonel to open the safe. 
When the colonel refuses, Longrope and his hench- 
men tie up the old man. They then try to force Bet- 
ty to open the safe. 

Jim gets out of bed and sneaks out of the house 
to help Shorty. Shorty needs little help in that he 
has been using a stick to knock out Longrope's 
henchmen one by one and push them down a well. 

Wally arrives from town and gets into a fight 
with Longrope whom he subdues with the help of 
Jimmy and Shorty. Together they take the baddies 
and turn them over to sheriff when he arrives. 

Colonel Sterner sees that he has made a mistake 
about Wally. The hero and Betty stand at the ranch 
house gate and hold each other as they watch 
Shorty and the Sheriff and his posse take Longrope 
and his henchmen into custody. 

Wally Wales does a good job as the hero in this in- 
teresting little film. Even though he presents a 
youthful appearance he plays the heroic role well. 
His good looks and crisp dress also make him a 
good romantic lead opposite the beautiful Virginia 
Brown Faire. 

One of the most interesting aspects of this film is 
the collection of chracter actors who become 
regulars in hundreds of B westerns in the 1930's 
and 1940's. The ranch hands who composed 
Longrope’s gang included Charles “Slim” 
Whitaker, Bud Osbourne, Art Mix, and Edmund 
Cobb. Hank Bell and Frank Ellis play the Sheriff 
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NATIONAL COWBOY HALL OF FAME 


DENNIS WEAVER 


Dennis Weaver and his wife, Gerry, shared the 
duties as master of ceremonies for the annual 
celebrity-filled Western Heritage Awards at the Na- 
tional Cowboy Hall of Fame in April of this year. 

Weaver was elected as an honoree in the Hall of 
Fame of Great Western Performers in 1981. A year 
later, he returned to unveil a portrait by Oregon 
artist Richard H. Wiley, that now hangs in the 
museum which has honored the stars of Western 
film and television since 1961. 

Weaver is the only actor in the history of 
Western Heritage Awards who has won two 
Wrangler trophies in a single year in the television 
competition. In 1979, he starred in the factual 
television winner “Ishi, the Last of His Tribe” on 
NBC television and was the star of “The 
Longhorns,” Part VI of the mini-series ''Centen- 
nial," also on NBC television. 

Western Heritage Awards is a program of the 
Cowboy Hall of Fame which honors outstanding 
quality annually in ten categories of Western film, 
television, literature and music. 

When Weaver was honored three years ago, he 
promised the audience that he ''didn't plan to ride 
off into the Sunset.” He has built an active career 
in Country and Western music in recent years with 
his entire family in the band. One son has written 
several hit records. 

If one had to select a single word to describe Den- 
nis Weaver, perhaps ‘‘commitment’’ would be the 
most appropriate. 

Dennis Weaver is a man with strong beliefs; 
religious, social, political, and moral. That is not to 
say that he considers himself to be a paragon of 
virtue. 

His undeniable success must partially be at- 
tributed to this inner strength and a sense of com- 
mitment he brings to every endeavor. 

Few actors have been blessed - or cursed; de- 
pending upon one's outlook -- with creating a 
memorable character. Weaver made two roles his 
own -- the immortal and Emmy-winning Chester, 
sidekick to James Arness' Matt Dillon, who limped 
through the first nine years of ‘‘Gunsmoke’’; and 
the tall-walking marshal from Taos, New Mexico, 
“McCloud,” curiously out of his element in the 
bustle of New York City. 

A workaholic, Weaver wasted no time bemoaning 
the cancellation of 'McCloud," after seven suc- 
cessful years. ‘Although it's interesting to note 
the show was the sixth most popular in the country 
the week it was cancelled," he recalls wonderingly. 
Hard on the heels of the demise of 'McCloud,"' Den- 
nis completed one of the busiest periods of his pro- 
fessional career starring in an incredible 23 hours 
of programming over all three major television net- 
works during the 1978-79 season. 

Starring in a very different kind of love story, 
"Intimate Strangers," a two-hour movie for ABC- 
TV, Dennis' intensely moving portrayal of a man 
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whose frustrations lead ultimately to violent rages 
against those he loves most, was one of the net- 
work's highest rated movies-for TV. In quick suc- 
cession, he starred in a special two-hour ''Police 
Story - The Price is Wrong"; ‘‘Centennial - The 
Longhorns,” a two-hour portion of the 25-hour 
adaption of James Michener's bestseller, and ‘‘Ishi 
-- The Last of His Tribe," three-hour movie about 
the last North American ''wild" Indian, -- all for 
NBC-TV. He also stars in ABC-TV's six-hour mini- 
series “Pearl'” and “The Islander," two-hour 
movies for television for CBS, both of which were 
filmed entirely on location in Hawaii; in addition to 
guesting on “А Country Christmas” Special for 
CBS. The next project was “Get Patty Hearst," 
three-hour movie for ABC-TV, portraying Charles 
Bates, head of the San Francisco FBI bureau, in 
charge of the case. 

His more recent TV movie outings have included 
the critically acclaimed ‘‘The Ordeal of Dr. Mudd" 
and the beautifully moving ‘‘Amber Waves," which 
Weaver describes as ''my creative orgy." In 
"Amber Waves,” Dennis contributed to the script 
by writing several new scenes; wrote and per- 
formed several songs, and was responsible for the 
signing of director Joe Sargent as well as helping 
in the casting area. ‘‘Film is probably collaborative 
of all the ar£s -- and the more I can contribute and 
participate in all of the production areas the more 
enjoyable and rewarding the project is to me," he 
admits. 

Qualifying in this category was Weaver's recent 
miniseries, ''Stone;" a family affair with Dennis’ 
eldest son, Rich, temporarily forsaking his motion 
picture editing chores at Universal to serve as 
associate producer and Weaver's middle son, Rob- 
by, an accomplished young actor with an enviable 
list of film credits, joining his father in front of the 
camera as a regular cast member. 

In addition to releasing his own product, 
Weaver's Just Good Records has also recorded and 
successfully released LPs and singles by artists 
Randy Boone and Alan Wayne. Dennis' own music 
has been also recorded by former Country Music 
New Artist Of the Year, Christy Lane. Weaver also 
has his own music publishing company, Rajamaja 
Music. Some of the product of Just Good Records is 
distributed by Jeremiah Records owned by 
Weaver's good friend, Hoyt Axton. 

One would think that this would be more than 
enough to satisfy the creative need in almost 
anyone - but not Dennis Weaver. Also on the 
Weaver drawing-board is a two-hour movie special, 
“Tonk,” which he has created and written himself 
and in which he'll also star. 

Weaver's versatility as an actor has been firmly 
established through the many diverse roles he's 
played in the above-mentioned highly-rated movies 
made-for-TV as well as such others as ''The Rolling 
Man," “Female Artillery," ‘‘The Forgotten Man" 


and ‘Terror on the Beach." Another, the critically- 
acclaimed ‘‘Duel,’’ was a tour-de-force for Weaver. 
In "Duel," released in theatres overseas, his role 
was virtually the only speaking part -- his pro- 
tagonist being a huge truck and its mystery driver 
who waged a deadly war on wheels against the 
passenger car driver Weaver portrayed. 

Weaver has given wing to his considerable sing- 
ing, song writing and comedic abilities and has 
demonstrated them on such shows and TV specials 
as "Hee Haw,” “Тһе Flip Wilson Show," “The Son- 
ny & Cher Comedy Hour,” "The Cher Show,” “The 
Big Event," “A Country Christmas,” and several 
talk shows, including multiple appearances on 
“The Tonight Show” and ''Dinah.'” He also hosted 
a network comedy special, ''The American Bag," 
and was ‘‘roasted’’ by Dean Martin and company. 
He has recorded numerous long-playing albums 
and singles containing many of his own composi- 
tions, the most recent being records for his own 
company, Just Good Records. 

Displaying another side of his nature, Weaver 
felt that there were some much needed changes to 
be made in the Screen Actors Guild, probably the 
most prestigious and powerful Hollywood trade 
union, and rather than be content to just complain 
about them, he decided to run as an independent 
candidate for the office of president in 1973. He 
was overwhelmingly elected to that position and 
served for two years; declining to run for a second 
term. 

Weaver, like many other top-flight Hollywood 
stars such as Marlon Brando, Paul Newman and 
Joanne Woodward, was accepted into New York's 
famous Actor's Studio soon after his graduation 
from Oklahoma University. In the Spring of 1951 
he made his Broadway debut and then toured na- 
tionally with Shirley Booth and Sidney Blackmer 
in William Inge's prize-winning ‘‘Come Back, Little 
Sheba.” He also played Stanely Kowalski (the role 
that shot Brando to stardom) in ‘‘Streetcar Named 
Desire’’ with Shelley Winters at the Circle Theatre 
in Hollywood. 

It was while he was at the Actor's Studio that he 
first met Miss Winters, who praised him so highly 
to her studio, Universal-International, that he was 
signed to a contract by the company. However, the 
few years he spent at the studio were unhappy ones 
for him. The studio was assigning its best roles to 
people like Rock Hudson, Tony Curtis and Jeff 
Chandler and there weren’t enough to go around; 
Dennis was relegated to small roles in almost every 
western the company produced -- and there were a 
lot of them. He finally refused to be typed as a 
strictly western actor and secured his release from 
the studio. 

During the next year, he appeared in four major 
films: ‘‘Dragnet,”’ ‘‘The Bridges at Toko-Ri,'' “Теп 
Wanted Men” and “Seven Angry Men." Then he 
was offered the part of Chester in the pilot of the 
television version of 'Gunsmoke," long one of 
radio’s biggest hits. His decision to accept led him 
to stardom. 

In the interim, Weaver organized “The Dennis 
Weaver Actor's Workshop," which he conducted 
for several years, ranking along with schools and 
classes maintained by Anthony Quinn, Jeffrey 
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Hayden and Richard Boone. He served as director 
of the workshop and it was then the only 
Hollywood actors’ school that ever presented plays 
to the public. His workshop production of 
"Quadrivium'' at the Hollywood Repertory Theatre 
ran one entire summer and was forced to close only 
because various members of the cast had other 
commitments to fulfill. 

Dennis also served as co-producer in 1950 when 
the workshop presented a revival of the play 
"Machinal," at the Center Theatre, that originally 
brought Clark Gable to Hollywood. It played to 
capacity audiences for eight weeks. 

As an actor, Dennis gained acclaim for his star- 
ring role in a “Playhouse 90” presentation, 
“Dungeon.” In fact, public reaction was so 
laudatory the show was rerun a second time the 
same season. 

Dennis also surprised his '*Gunsmoke” fans with 
a brilliant dramatic performance in ''Burst of Fire” 
on “Climax.” Orson Welles knew his reputation as 
a fine actor so well he hired him for an important 
role in the motion picture ''Touch of Evil," without 
ever having met or interviewed him. 

Few actors have had the courage to leave a hit 
show because they felt they had developed a role as 
far as possible and wanted to plow new fields. Fewer 
still have gone on to even more successful roles. 

Having once made the decision to bow out of his 
Chester role in ‘‘Gunsmoke,’’ Weaver immediately 
jumped into the lead of a new series of his own, 
"Kentucky Jones”' for NBC-TV, in which he played 
a veterinarian who adopted a Chinese orphan. 

Following ‘‘Kentucky Jones," Weaver was in- 
trigued by a script called ‘‘Duel at Diablo,” a fast 
moving super-western with classical overtones 
and a suspenseful story, scripted by Marvin H. 
Alpert from his book, ''Apache Rising." For the 
first time in his career, Dennis wore the ‘‘black 
hat.” 

Weaver's comedy talent was tapped by 20th 
Century-Fox Film Corp. and Jerry Lewis when he 
was chosen to play the role of an astronaut circa 
1994 who lands on the moon in the Jerry Lewis 
comedy, ‘‘Way...Way Out." Both Jerry Lewis and 
producer Malcolm Stuart remembered the master- 
ful application of humor Weaver injected into the 
role of Chester, which was the key to the success 
and popularity of the unique western character. 

In talking about Chester and his years in the suc- 
cessful (and profitable) 'Gunsmoke' series, 
Weaver is honest and straightforward in his 
analysis of his career as an actor. "I wanted to 
grow as an actor, to create, to expand. Quitting 
‘Gunsmoke’ was the biggest decision I had to make 
in my life," recalls Weaver. ‘‘From the standpoint 
of money and security it could not be beat. But 
money should be a means rather than an end,”’ 
Weaver reasons. “In addition, I just couldn't make 
one character my whole life's work," is Weaver's 
summation of Chester. 

The industry was not totally unaware of the 
scope of Dennis’ talents for in 1958 he appeared on 
the nationally televised Emmy Awards show and 
stepped out of his Chester character to give an 
audience-electrifying performance by seriously 
rendering a parody of “Hamlet.” According to 
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Academy executives, “It was like Barrymore 
reading from the telephone book.” 

Weaver returned to CBS for the 1967-68-69 
seasons as the star of a new television series, 
"Gentle Ben,” in which he played the role of a game 
warden and the father of a seven year old boy (Clint 
Howard), who had a 700-pound bear (Ben) as a pet. 

After "Gentle Ben” went off the air, Weaver left 
for Europe (Italy and Spain) to co-star with James 
Garner in a western titled ‘‘A Man Called Sledge,” 
produced by Dino De Laurentis for Columbia 
release. Following the completion of this feature, 
Weaver did several guest appearances on popular 
television shows of that time. He did a cameo role 
in "The Great Man's Whiskers,” a Universal-NBC- 
TV “World Premiere” movie, in which he realized 
an actor's dream, that of portraying the great 
President Abraham Lincoln. He then starred in 
another ‘‘World Premiere" movie, '"McCloud," in 
which he portrayed the title role (Sam McCloud), a 
contemporary U.S. deputy marshal from New Mex- 
ico who transports a key witness in a murder to 
New York and remains there to aid the police in 
solving the murder. ‘‘McCloud’’ premiered as a 
series in the fall of the 1970-71 season. 

Weaver felt his ‘‘McCloud”’ series offered an ideal 
character to portray. 

"I had a deep feeling for him. He was a rural 
character in a complex metropolitan situation and, 
therefore, a classic underdog. The ‘fish out of 
water,’ so to speak. In this setting something in- 
teresting happened to him week after week. He was 
simplistic in a way -- but tough. He had a bite anda 
dry sense of humor and he always saw things with 
fresh eyes -- he cared.” 

Dennis was born and brought up in Joplin, Mo. 
He was a topflight athlete during his high school 
and college days and divided his time almost equal- 
ly between his dramatic studies and sports. While 
attending school in Joplin, he set many football 
and track and field records, some of which remain 
unbroken to this day. He was hailed as one of the 
Midwest’s top high school athletes. 

Weaver spent a year at Joplin Junior College 
before he decided to interrupt his education and 
join the Naval Reserve. Discharged as an ensign 
after 27 months in the Navy Air Force during 
which he set a speed and agility test record asa 
member of the Navy’s track and field squad, Den- 
nis resumed his education by enrolling at 
Oklahoma University. It was the first time in seven 
years that this school had a man who could qualify 
for the decathalon and Weaver led his college 
squad to national championships and to first place 
honors in all competition with other Midwestern 
universities. 

In 1948 the young athlete represented his school 
at the New York tryouts for the Olympic games and 
placed sixth in the nation out of 36 entrants. 

In addition to his many athletic endeavors and 
scholastic pursuits at Oklahoma University, Den- 
nis somehow managed to maintain active par- 
ticipation in many of the college dramatic produc- 
tions. His avid interest in so many of the school 
projects won him the title of Oklahoma 
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“GENTLE GIANT” 


University’s ‘‘Most Versatile Man.” 

He loves the theatre and appears in various roles 
whenever he can find the time away from his film 
schedule. “The Big Knife," “Stalag 17," “The 
Glass Menagerie," “The Ticklish Acrobat'" and 
"Catch Me If You Can” are a few of the plays in 
which he appeared on the Los Angeles, off- 
Broadway and summer stock circuit. 

Weaver married the former Gerry Stowell, whom 
he met while in college, on October 20, 1945. They 
have three sons, Rick born October 29, 1948; Rob- 
by, April 8, 1953; and Rusty, February 19, 1959. 
They live in a beautiful and spacious house in the 
West San Fernando Valley. The Weaver's eldest 
son, Rick, married his father's secretary, Alice 
Ornstein, at lake-side services (July 20, 1975) at 
the Church of Self-Realization, where his father 
also serves as a lay minister. Rick works as a film 
editor at Universal Studios. Robby is an actor and 
musician who has shown a great deal of promise. 

By nature, Dennis is not one to stay inactive. He 
and his wife, Gerry, devote much of their time to 
community activities, charitable groups and 
organizations in their community in Calabasas, 
California. They were named “Family of the Year” 
by their neighbors and cited for their "outstanding 
moral, social and civic leadership.”

Just before the explosion, Hal, who had been try- 
ing to escape on a hand car, jumps off and dives in- 
to a side tunnel. He is unharmed in the explosion. 

Hal and Sam, trying to locate Armstrong’s truck, 
spot it while driving along a highway. Hal transfers 
to the trailer. Regan spots him but is overpowered 
by Hal who takes him to Mercer jail for the night. 
Regan takes a pill which produces the effect of 
death. The Voice’s henchmen use a morgue wagon 
to take the body and, when safely away, proceed to 
bring Regan back to life. 

Hal arrives at the jail in time to see the morgue 
wagon leave. He pursues them through the moun- 
tains and is just about to catch them when they 
throw a stretcher out the back door. Hal attempts 
to swerve the car to avoid the stretcher but the car 
goes out of control and over a bank into a rapidly 
flowing river and disappears. 

Chapter three -- “The Death Drop" 

Hal opens the door and leaps to safety prior to 
the car falling into the river. The Voice, attempting 
to steal valuable electronic instruments, has his 
henchmen cut the master cable of the central 
burglar alarm system in a warehouse. Regan and 
Cady steal what parts are available. Learning that 
the rest of the parts are coming by train, The Voice 
sends Regan to the railroad station to board the 
train. He also arranges to have trucks available to 
take on the cargo after it is stolen. 

Hal, on board the train, is knocked out in a fight 
with Regan and Cady. Hal, after being thrown off 
the train, charters a plane and tries to stop the 
train by flagging it down. When this fails, he 
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vous. In the ensuing fight, Sam is knocked out and 
Hal is made prisoner by Regan and Cady. Hal turns 
the tables on the two and forces them to walk 
ahead of the car while he drives and covers them, 
but they run down a steep bank and Hal is forced to 
go after them on foot. They run into a deserted 
mine and when Hal attempts to follow them they 
trip a load of ore which comes crashing down a 
chute and buries him. 

Chapter ten -- “Execution by Accident” 

Hal dives under an overturned ore car which pro- 
tects him from the avalanche of falling ore. Hal 
now has sufficient evidence that one of the 
Association members is The Voice but he cannot be 
sure which one. He calls the District Attorney to 
his office and recaps the highlights of the case. The 
D.A. promises to go to work on the case at once and 
asks Hal to take all his records out to the D.A.'s 
home. 

A janitor planted by The Voice overhears these 
arrangements and Regan and several of his men 
plan a trap for Hal when he takes out the records. 
By crowding him with two cars coming in opposite 
directions, Hal's station wagon is forced off the 
road and crashes in flames. 

Chapter eleven -- ‘‘Perilous Plunge” 

Hal leaps from the station wagon before it 
crashes but all his records are lost in the fire. When 
Hal goes over his old notes to draw up a new report 
on the case, he discovers that he still has the radio 
wave lengths of both The Voice and Regan's radios. 
With this information he plans to locate The 
Voice's headquarters. 

He leads Regan and Cady into a car chase in the 
mountains, then abandons his car and gives them 
the slip. When they use their car radio to report to 
The Voice, Sam and Kay locate the position of his 
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hideout. Hal and Sam hurry to the location and 
catch Regan and Cady in an outer room. The Voice, 
through a two-way mirror watches as a fight 
breaks out. Sam is knocked out and a chair, thrown 
by Cady, knocks Hal back out of the window. He 
plunges several stories down to the street. 

Chapter twelve -- ‘‘Blazing Retribution”’ 

Hal lands unhurt in a truckload of empty paper 
cartons and hurries back to the office upstairs. He 
and the police discover a rough diagram of some 
new construction in the underground warehouse. 
Hal and Sam go there immediately to investigate. 

Regan and Cady plant a booby trap for any in- 
truders. They are attacked by Hal and Sam and 
Regan is killed by his own booby trap. Cady is cap- 
tured. Leaving Sam with the prisoner, Hal hurries 
to the office of the mysterious gang leader. Upon 
entering, Hal is fired upon through a concealed 
slot. Hal throws a chair through the mirror and 
finds the inner room a mass of flames. He 
discovers that The Voice is Armstrong. Hal tackles 
him and they battle until Armstrong is finally 
knocked backward and impaled on a blade of 
broken glass. 

The case is officially closed and Hal and Sam 


move on to a new assignment. e 
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INTERVIEW WITH ED FINNEY 


By Bob Pontes 


Question: Mr. Finney, we western fans know you 
because you discovered and signed Tex Ritter toa 
contract, in September 1936 for Grand National 
Films. What did you see in Tex that made you think 
that he would make a screen cowboy? 

Answer: I wanted to get a singing cowboy. I'd 
been to a ranch in Pennsylvania and the foreman 
told me about Tex and his singing for Decca 
Records. Others wanted men like Harry Carey, Art 
Davis in Canada, but Ritter had me interested. In 
New York I had been in charge of publicity and 
advertising for Republic Pictures. When I went 
over to Grand National and made a deal with that 
company to be their ad chief, providing I could 
make a series of singing westerns for them. I 
looked up Tex, made a test of him through a friend 
who'd been in charge of making tests for Para- 
mont, and he set up where he was making tests for 
them for The Vagabond King. I directed the test of 
Ritter who was closing his eyes because the lights 
were making him blink. I got the tall chair so Tex 
had to look over the lights and the blinking prob- 
lem was gone. The test went over and President Ed- 
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ward Alperson of Grand National okayed the deal. 

Q: Could you tell me something of what your job 
consisted of? 

A: I had to pick up the type of western, the songs, 
and my staff, and my problem was to pick out peo- 
ple I had worked with at Monogram and elsewhere 
who would handle the details on shooting the 
films, get staffs, casts, directors etc. and Mongram 
helped me with that while I headed the advertising 
department. While shooting went on in California 
and I was in New York most of the time in daily 
touch with the studio. 

Q: Did Tex ever want to change a scene or a few 
words in a script for any reason? Could you tell me 
why, if he did. 

A: Tex was a wonderful fellow to work with, who 
helped me with the selection of music and needless 
to say had quite a selection of songs he knew and 
had a good idea of those suited to him. He was very 
helpful and got along with the whole staff in great 
shape. If anything he was a great help and got 
along with the comics Snub Pollard and others, we 
selected for his buddies so it was like one big fami- 
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ly despite the three thousand mile separation bet- 
ween us which took place most of the time. 

Q: Were the Tex Ritter films just a job to you, or 
did you enjoy making westerns? 

A: Making films was something I always wanted 
to do, and it wasn't just a job but an ambition I 
always wanted to do even when I grew up in Fort 
Lee, N.J., which was the original Hollywood. I put 
everything I had into the job and had some fine 
men in my company from Lindsley Parsons who 
was supervisor of the crew, and the folks at 
Monogram such as studio head Trem Carr for 
Monogram who helped guide in all my moves. The 
first film went over the budget so that the contract 
had to be revised and needless to say it cut out a 
good chunk of my compensation. Most of the early 
films were shot not too far from headquarters, and 
as time went on I was able to pick choice locations 
for films that helped give more glamor to the set- 
tings. Later I was able to go into New Mexico, 
Northern California, and Arizona where I made 
some of the most expensive films of the series and 
was able to shoot covered wagon attacks by in- 
dians as in Roll Wagons Roll, etc. 

Q: What was the best film you made and why? 

A: I made quite a few which were above the 
average, like Roll Wagons Roll, some of the other 
outstanding films were: Headin For The Rio 
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Grande, Trouble In Texas with Rita Cansino as 
leading lady who later became Rita Hayworth -- 
and great stuntman Yakima Canutt -- many of the 
other Ritter films were Mystery of The Hooded 
Horsemen, Tex Rides With The Boy Scouts, Fron- 
tier Town, Rollin Plains, The Utah Trail, Starlight 
Over Texas, Where The Buffalo Roam, Down The 
Wyoming Trail, Rainbow Over The Range, Take Me 
Back To Oklahoma, Song Of the Buckaroo. Of them 
all,I would say Starlight Over Texas was the most 
colorful as we built a special set with beautiful 
displays and a special entertainment in the film 
with a special show and music throughout. A point 
of interest is Tex wrote many of the songs he sang 
himself, and they were a feature in many of his 
films. Also he sang many of the songs that were 
great favorites among the fans of westerns. 

He would not, however, let people walk over him 
and stood up for what he thought was right and 
just, and there were a few instances of this when 
the occasion arose. 

Q: What was Tex Ritter like off the screen? 

A: Tex Ritter was a very agreeable personality, 
and was well liked. I personally found him a very 
happy person and I don't recall ever having a 
disagreeable moment with him. At the beginning of 
our association, I told him I felt a personal tour to 
the various theaters where the pictures of his 


played would be helpful and he liked the idea and 
though he had never done it before he went into it 
with genuine enthusiasm. He was very popular 
with his fellow players and the people who came on 
the set or he met outside. 

Q: Did you do anything else besides the Tex Rit- 
ter westerns? 

A: Yes, when Ritter went on to bigger 
assignments at the major studios like Columbia 
and others, I produced other films at various 
studios, directing as well as producing films with 
some of the big stars like Eleanor Powell, Billie 
Burke, David Sharpe in a wild horse film. I also 
directed a film called Silver Stallion with many 
well known western players. I made 75 features in 
all and also starred in one myself as a clown called 
Tobo The Happy Clown which I am planning to re- 
release. Some of these films were handled by 
United Artist, P.R.C. and the Lippert Company, 
such as Clayton Moore in Buffalo Bill In Tomahawk 
Territory and I directed part of this film, and 
several others, including one I co-produced, Cor- 
regidor, the first picture of WW II. 

Q: Would you please tell us fans a story or two 
about things that happened when making a film 
that you wish you didn’t? 

A: One thing I reported already is on the first film 
I hired a number of well known western people to 
put the series in the limelight, Song Of The Gringo, 
and it went over budget close to a third and for this 
I had to put up the money myself. It did the job but 
it cost me my long-time savings and this hurt. 
Somehow though I never regretted it, and eventual- 
ly Grand National paid -- it certainly helped. We 
had missed a riding stunt while the picture was 
shooting. I hired a young cameraman to shoot the 
scene and hired a camera to shoot the scene myself 
too. The cameraman shot his scene out of focus, 
unfortunately, so we couldn’t use it, my shot lucki- 
ly was acceptable, though it was shot close up and 
got by. Another jam I got into was to hire a stunt- 
man to jump in the ocean for a scene. The fellow 
was fearful of water at sea. When time for the shot 
came the stuntman backed away and we were ina 
spot. I offered to do it, clothes and all and they took 
a chance, so I went ahead with the action and they 
used it. I was soaking wet but the scene was 
useable so we escaped having to make a special trip 
later to get it. 

Q: What is the one thing you still hope you have 
the time to do in life? 

A: I have a few good scripts which were pur- 
chased some years ago and I hope I'll be able to 
make at least one of them now. Will this be possi- 
ble, I don't know as the westerns I made came in on 
moderate figures and now the cost of films even for 
this type are in the million dollar class if made in 
California. One is a dandy by a great outdoor 
writer, Mary Roberts Rinehart, which had been 
made many years before and starred Gary Cooper. I 
felt they hadn't done full justice to the story and I 
bought the rights for a pretty small sum by com- 
parison to the prices today, but never could get it 
worked out. I have two or three other properties 
possible with interested writers and I'm hoping at 
least one or two will be made. Also I've spent seven 
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years writing a novel myself, entitled Circus Max- 
imus. It's a story about the old Romans in the time 
of Jesus. Briefly, it's the story of a famous athlete 
who runs afoul of Tiberius Caesar and in avoiding 
him he gets into all sorts of troubles and in trying 
to escape meets the Holy Man and because of the 
meeting, he meets Mary Magdalene, is attracted to 
her but gets involved with Jesus and somehow 
finds himself as one of the three among the thieves 
slated for the cross. I have worked very hard to get 
it published for years but never could get it sold, 
but have had some books in print based on early 
movies illustrated with scenes from popular 
adventure films full of action. One starred John 
Wayne. I bought it from Paramount some years 
back for the Rinehart story. Those are the things 
I'd like to do and I'm still working on it through a 
book entitled How To Get Happily Published. Well, 
you've got my story and I only hope I can send a 
supplement showing how I fulfill my goals, but 
when you get up in years the opportunities are not 
quite the same. 

You gave me a pretty tall order, but I tried to 
make it interesting to you and your readers. All the 
best and I hope helps fulfill some of your dreams.

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FRANCIS, THE TALKING MULE

Often the most fanciful movies containing sim- 
ple yet fantastic concepts earn box office gold. 
That's what happened with the ''Francis'' series in 
the early '50's. Universal-International put a 
stupid young man with a talking mule in a movie 
and raked in the money. 

The characters of Peter Stirling and Francis the 
Talking Mule were created by David Stern in a 
novel. The unlikely friends meet in Burma during 
World War II. Francis is smarter than everyone 
else while Peter is the dumbest. The GI believes he 
has shell shock until accepting the talking mule. 
But trouble is only beginning. No one else thinks 
Francis can speak and Peter is thought loony. 

That basic plot was repeated seven times and 
each time with a different background. To star in 
“Francis” (1950), UI cast contract player Donald 
O'Connor as Peter and Chill Wills as the voice of 
Francis. O'Connor had been at UI for eight years 
and his popularity had waned so ‘‘Francis’’ revived 
his career. Veteran character actor and ham Wills 
supplied the ideal voice and personality to make 
Francis legitimate. 

Arthur Lubin directed the first six films and 
Stern wrote the screenplay for ‘‘Francis.’’ The film 


introduces the audience and Peter to Francis who 
passes secret enemy information to Peter. Natural- 
ly, the Americans mistake Peter for a spy until he 
proves Patricia Medina is the spy. Zasu Pitts plays 
Nurse Humpert of the mental ward and she's in for 
a rude surprise. Anthony (Tony) Curtis made an 
early film appearance. 

“Francis” proved a major hit and UI immediately 
produced a sequel. "Frances Goes to the Races” 
(1951) followed UI's habit of using contract 
starlets like Piper Laurie as leading ladies. Peter 
works for a racehorse breeder and receives inside 
tips from Francis. Trouble erupts when racketeers 
want a piece of Peter’s action. 

"I guess I’m not very smart," Peter says in 
"Francis goes to West Point” (1952). “That’s the 
understatement of the year,’’ retorts Francis who 
saves Cadet Stirling from flunking out. The mule 
tutors him in French, biology and parade marching 
and Peter's class ranking rises from 687 to 24 in 
two weeks. Some occasional quick remarks surface 
amongst the silliness. Peter attempts to convince 
James Best that he talks to Francis. '"As one 
jackass to another?" asks Best. Peter answers 
"Just as you're doing, sir.” 

Lori Nelson serves as leading lady in ‘‘Francis 
Goes to West Point” and William Reynolds, David 
Janssen, Paul Burke and Leonard Nimoy play 
cadets. In ‘‘Francis Covers the Big Town" (1953), 
news scoops from Francis gets reporter Peter in- 
volved with gangsters and murder. 

"Francis Joins the Wacs'' (1954) may be the best 
entry in the series. À clerical error sends Peter 
back into the army as a lieutenant in the WACs! 
The situation is milked for all it’s worth. Peter 
ogles Julie Adams in their sleeping quarters and 
discovers women are different from men while 
leading them in exercises. ‘‘At ease!" shouts Peter. 
“We are at ease," answers his tall and big bosomed 
sergeant. 
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As usual, Peter stumbles into trouble because of 
Francis and ends up finger painting under Nurse 
Humpert's (Zasu Pitts again) supervision. Adams 
joins Peter after Francis yells “Hey cutie!” after 
her. An added twist confusing matters is Chill 
Wills as General Kane whom Francis does not like. 
Man and mule lead the WACs to a war games vic- 
tory and make a jackass of Kane. 

With the series wearing itself out, UI tried a new 
gimmick in “Francis in the Navy” (1955). O'Con- 
nor played a dual role as Peter and Slicker 
Donovan. The story centers on the confusion 
created by Peter being mistaken for the AWOL 
Slicker. The love interest is Martha Hyer and seen 
in small parts are Clint Eastwood, Leigh Snowdon, 
David Janssen and Martin Milner. 

O'Connor was never thrilled with the series 
because he did not care for playing second fiddle to 
a scene stealing mule. ‘‘When you've made six pic- 
tures and the mule still gets more fan mail than 
you ао,” he explained. The actor bowed out of the 
series after “Francis in the Navy.” 

UI decided to film one more ''Francis" picture 
and signed Mickey Rooney to replace O'Connor. In 
“Francis in the Haunted House” (1956), Francis 
witnesses a murder and becomes involved in kid- 
napping. Rooney portrayed David Prescott and 
Francis’ new foil. Charles Lamont directed and 
David Janssen made a third ‘‘Francis’’ appearance. 

Although “Francis in the Haunted House" per- 
formed moderately well at the box office, the 
studio discontinued the series. But the idea did 
return. Television is known for borrowing ideas 
and it's no coincidence that Arthur Lubin was a 
creative force behind ‘‘Mr. Ed." Far from being 
masterpieces, the ‘‘Francis’’ films have nonethe- 
less achieved some sort of classic status.
